To keep the Iron and steel used in 


building b.lg ihlps. from rusting," said 
ou engineer, ''Is a matter of supreme 
Inipimance. The admiralty Is. very : 
particular that every' piece shall be 
painted the moment H Is ready for 
building purposes. But the. stcc.1 plates 
form a bard black surface, called 'mill 
scale,' in tho process of manufacture. 
This clings tenaciously to-'the plate, 
and if. it Is covered with paint and 
afterward the plate gets damaged 
then, the scale peels off, taking the 
(inlnt with Jt, and leaving, the steel 
hare. Tho plate Is then liable to rust 
corrosion, a eerlous danger .to the chip. 


"We therefore remove every .trace of 


scale before painting .the steel plate, 
It Is put Into a bath.of dilute hydro- 
chloric acid for a few hours, which 
loosens the scaled'The plate is then 
brushed with wire brushes and wash- 
ed with a hose. This Is what we call 
'pickling steel.'."—London Answers.

A Bird't Barbed Wire F- -cs». . 


There mj.i1 IK won along itie road- 


tides In Central America a brown wren 
about the size of a canary which builds 
a nest out of all proportion to its np 
parent needs. It selects a small tr« 
W.lth horizontal brauchRi growing close 
togetlwr. Across two of the branches 
It lays sticks fastened together with 
tougU Qber iiutll a platform about sli 
feet long by two feet wide has been 
constructed. OL the end of this plat- 
form nearest the tree trunk It then 
builds a huge dome shaped nest a 
foot cr so high with thick sides of Jn- 
tcrwoven thorns. A covered passage- 
way is then made from the nest to tho 
end of the platform Iu as. crooked a 
manner as possible. Across the outer 
end as well as at short Intervals along 
the Inside of this tunnel arc placed 
ciinhing Httlo fences of thorns with 
Just space'enough for the- owners to 
pass through. On going out Ibis open 
Ing Is closed by the owner by placing 
thorns across the gateway, and thus 
th» safety of tho eggs or young is as- 
Eurod.

In tbo district watered bj tlje river 


Auiston are many varieties 6t trees, 
the most Important being ibo Brazil 
nut tree, sometimes 100 to 130 feet in 
height, with,horizontal branches, the 
ends of which bnng like great ropes. 
Tho smoot1) cylindrical trunk lias a 
circumference of twelve lo seventeen 
feet at a height of dfty feet from 
the ground. The evergreen elongated 
leaves, ninfle'tough by nature to with- 
stand the tropical beat of the region, 
glvo the tree an attractive appearance, 
enhanced In the flowering season by 
large bunches of yellow blossoms 
growing like ears of corn. After the 
Cowering Ihe fruit Is formed in the 
lhapo of fairly large seed (;cssels. com- 
monly called pods, which vary In size 
and contain from fifteen to twenty 
nuts, closely adhering. In similar man- 
ner to the sections of an orange. The 
pods Incasing tbe nuts are about half 
an Inch thick and so bard that tbe 
wheels of a heavy cart might pass 
over them without causing breakage. 
To remote the nuts tho Dative Indians 
usa a peculiarly shaped knife.

by Aldui Manutiul. , 


Pnnctuatloo by means of stops or 


points, so as to Indicate the meaning 
of sentences and assist the reader to a 
proper enunciation. Is ascribed orlgl 
nally to Aristophanes, an Alexandrian 
grammarian, who lived in the third 
century B. C. 
Whatever bis system 


may have been. It was subsequently 
neglected and forgotten, but was rein- 
trodnced by Charlemagne, the various 
stops and symbols being designed by 
Wornefrlcd and Afcnln. 


The prvscnt systt'tn of punctuation 


was Introduced In tbe latter part of tbe 
Bftecuth century by Aldus Manotlns,» 
Venetian primer, who was responsible 
for our period, colon, semicolon, com- 
ma, marks of Interrogation and excla- 
mation, parenthesis and dash, hyphen, 
apostrophe and quotation marks. These 
were subsequently copied by other 
printers until thelr.use becomo nnlver- 
caL 


Most ancient languages were Inno- 


ceat of any system of punctuation. We 
End In many early manscrlpts that 
the letters are placed at equal distances 
apart, with no connecting link between, 
even ID tbe matter of spacing, an ar- 
rangement which must hare rendered 
reading at eight somewhat dlVcalt

In a wagon, in 400 B. 0., during the 
Umo of Aeschylus, creator of drama, 
the performances took place upon.tem- 
porary wooden scaffolds, one of which, 
having collapsed during a representa- 
tion. Ibo Athenians were induced to 
build the great theater of Dlonyslns. 
calling It the Lenalon, which was the 
first permanent stone structure of Its 
kind. It required ICO years to erect It 
oThere was no scenery, but ho scene 
was decorated BO as to' represent tho 
locality In which the action*was going- 
on. 
Roofless was his structure, but, 


around the building were porticoes, to 
whlch.the people retreated during rain- 
storms. Sometimes awnings were used 
to ward off the sun's beat. 
Invari- 


ably.the actors wore males, who woro 
masks with mouthpieces, answering 
the .'purpose of shaking trumpets. 
Owing to the vastncss of the theater 
metal vases'were placed under'the 
seats to serve as reflectors of sound. 
Performances began In tho morning 
and usually lasted twelve bours.-New 
Tork Telegram. 


Tho Druids. 


The Druids were evidently of very 


great antiquity, for there cannot bo 
much doubt that II was one of their 
customs that Virgil had In mind when 
b'e wrote In the'"Aencld,"-vi, 142, that 
the "only means'of access for a living 
mortal to the world of spirits was the 
carrying of a golden twig whlcD grew 
In a dark nnd.thick grove."

This.was a sac- 
rifice to the sun god. nnd the mistletoe, 
from Its pale grcenlsh.yellow tint, was 
regarded as a kind of vegetable gold 
and was accordingly looked upon a3 
being n fit offering to tba sun.—New 
York American.

Corn and Water. 


To those engaged In the handling of 


grain tho natural shrinkage of shelled 
corn wblle In storage and In transit Is 
a . matter of prime' Importance and 
often a source of dispute because of 
shortage reported at time of receipt 
at warehouse and a further loss at 
date of final sale. 
In order to deter- 


mine the amount of shrinkage or loss 
of weight occurring In corn the de- 
partment of agriculture brts conducted 
an experiment wltb COO bushels of 
shelled corn. At the time of storage 
the moisture content was 1S.S per 
cent nnd at close of the test H.7 per 
cent, or a loss of 4.1 per cent. The 
weight per bushel had decreased from 
&1.7 pounds to 50 pounds, and the to- 
tal low of weight wns 1,070 pounds, or 
sllgiUy more than 7 per cent
